A GW medical student has filed a discriininatioe suit in D.C Supeitor 
Court against the University for dismissing her "two wee ks - before 
graduatira, allegedly on grounds of race and peraonel appearance. > 

In the suh, LUlie Walker, 35. said she had recehcd a faiflng gfiide in an 
18-day clerkship at the Psychiatric Institute in Rockville. Oririlng la baaed 
on personal appearance, communication with co-workers and work with 
patients, she s^. 

GW spokesmen refused to comment on the case since it is in litigation, 
according to Marianne Phelpt, assistant provost for affirmative action. It la 
against University pcdicy to comment on a pending suit. 

However, the University lawyer involved in the case aaid tha taifiinnstion 
in the suit is “flatly wrong and ignores the grounds why she wee tfiamiaaed.” 
The lawyer, Kenneth Bau, said the “com^aint la one-sided and overlooks 
large factt.” 

“She failed one course each year she was in tchool...a total of 20 boors 
and that is grounds for dismissal, according to the catalog," Baas said. 

According to reports in. the Washington Star, Walker, a Mack student 
scheduled to graduate May 27, said the was ditmisted beoauae of “personal 
appearance and mannerltins and by disclosing her spotty academic record 
to supervisors of her clerkship” it the Institute. 

Walker's lawyers have said her personal appearance was^a consideration 
in determining her falling grade. Unda Singer, an attorney Ibr Walker, said 
the suit Involves "dlscrlmtaatlon charges and a contract claim coneeralng 
the oouise and whet happened in the couise.” 

The evaluation, written by her supervisor at the Institute, Norman I. Karl, 
said she did unsatisfactorily in the clerkship and "she would wear dothing 
which wu inappropriate in that she had apparently gained weight and her 
clothes were dwly too tight." 

Walker wu not nailable for comment. However, the told the Ster that 
the remained neat and clean while at work.
